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DECIMAL CLASSIFICATION OF THE GREAT WAR 


The following explanatory note was sent with the advance copy of the 
classification as printed in the February and March Booklists. The Booklist 
will use 940.3 and 940.4 without further subdivision at present. 

“We do not recommend using 940.34-.39 for anything that can be clast 
under 942, 943, 944, etc. It seems to us far better to hav a history of the 
war as it affects England under English history, and the United States’ 
part in it we shal put in 973. As soon as war literature shapes itself so 
that we know how to subdivide 940.42-.43 we shal subdivide to provide 
for the great campaigns and battles of the war. Descriptions of conditions 
in any country during the war we put with description and travel of that 
particular country. 940.34-.39 are best used for gathering references rather 
than for shelving material, as it would disintegrate history of the individual 
countries to shelve this period of their history in 940.”
